This Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) supplements Applicant's November 15, 
1993 IDS. The present IDS is being filed at this late date in an effort to clarify the record of the 
present application. No new references are being presented by the present IDS. Rathen 
references L and BZ of Applicant's November 15, 1993 IDS are being addressed / clarified. 

It is initially worth noting that Applicant submits that References L and BZ have been fully 
reviewed and considered by the Examiner, and made of record; as is evidenced by the fact that the 
Examiner "initialed" those references on the Forms PTO-1449 that accompanied Applicant's 
November 15, 1993 IDS. 

The first purpose of this IDS is to note that on the Forms PTO-1449 that accompanied 
Applicant's November 15, 1993 IDS, the document number associated with reference BZ was 
transposed. In other words, reference BZ was incorrectly identified as being U.S. Patent No. 
"4.895J10" on Applicant's Form PTO-1449. Reference BZ should have been identified as 
"4.859 J 10". as should be apparent upon reviewing the copy of U.S. Patent No. 4,859,1 10 filed 
herewith. Applicant apologizes for this clerical mistake and respectfully requests that 
reference BZ be properly identified on the patent issuing from the present patent 
application. 
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The second purpose of this IDS is to note that Applicant does have a copy of reference L, 
as is evidenced by the fact that a copy of reference L, which is Austria Patent Document Number 
196185, is being filed herewith. While the Forms PTO-1449 that accompanied Applicant's 
November 15, 1993 EDS specify "copy not available" for reference L, that is not correct. 
Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that reference L be properly identified on the patent 
issuing from the present patent application. 

Again, Applicant submits that references L and BZ have already been fiilly considered and 
made of record, as is evidenced by the fact that the Examiner "signed off' on those references. 
Applicant is filing the present IDS in a good faith, in an effort to clarify the record of the present 
patent application. 

It is Applicant's contention that the discussed references do not teach the present invention 
and that the claims of the above-identified application distinguish the present invention fi'om those 
inventions and theories set forth in the discussed references.
